Internal politics have been quiet in 
Russia daring 1925. 
In January the 
dominant group in the Communist 
I Party Central Committee signalized 
its victory over Trotzky by removing 
him from the post of War Commis­ 
sar, which he had held since the 
early days of the Revolution. 
Some 
of Trotzky’s more bitter opponents 
at this time advocated his complete 
exclusion from the Central Commit­ 
tee; but more moderate counsels pre-’ 
vailed and Trotzky, who had been 
convalescing in a Caucasian health 
resort, returned to Moscow in May 
to receive a triple appointment as 
head of the scientific-technical 
de­ 
partment of the Supreme Economic 
CouncM, 
head 
of 
the 
Concessions 
Committee and 
head 
of 
the state 
trust which supervises the building 
of new Russian electrical plants. 
None of these posts carried Cabi­ 
net rank and none of them possess­

In tho case of ad­ 
ults apoplexy may lead to a tem ­ 
porary loss of speech. 
But dumb­ 
ness being in w ry many cases an

its 
cause 
should

sought in the general 
physical condition.

hemisphere renders a person com ­ 
pletely dumb; though

same 
center on the opposite side of the 
brain is perfect. 
From this fact. 
Dr. Hanna Thomson 
and 
other 
brain specialists have drawn th* 
conclusion that only half of our 
brain is ever used; the other half 
being held “in reserve,” as it were, 
in case of accident. 
The practical deduction 
to 
be 
drawn from this is that all child­ 
ren should be trained from earliest 
infancy to be ambl-dextrous. 
It 
tho right and left hands art* used 
alike as they should be, this one­ 
sided development is avoided; and 
it has been shown that, in such 
cases, injury to one speech center 
does not cause dumbness.

other cenbr does (he work, 
elven 
in cases where dumbness has re­ 
sulted in this way, the patient, if 
not too old, has been taught to 
speak again by making him use 
his left hand for everything— 1 hat 
is, making him loft-handed and so 
right-brained. 
These

kept in mind in treating all cases 
of tIlia character.
